One of the things that those who have been coming to the Playhouse 
since 1930 remember most vividly are the famous gardens to the north of the 
Cinema and the gardens at the home of founder Raymond Moore on Hope 
Lane. 


Since Raymond Moore was a botanist, it is only natural that he should 
have a great interest in horticulture and landscaping; and with the opening of 
the Cinema in 1930, he set out to make the Playhouse grounds a veritable 
showplace. 


In an early 1931 playbill we find the following description and invitation: 
“All visitors are welcome to the Cinema gardens which have attracted enthusi- 
astic interest from far and near this spring. Stately delphiniums of a deep 
blue hue dignify the profusion of old-fashioned flowers scattered gayly about 
the lovely gardens. Madonna and Regal lilies have recently blossomed and 
the Japanese Iris have bloomed luxuriously. American Pillar roses promise to 
beautify the rambling fence and the bluest of forget-me-nots straggle widely 
along the water’s edge down to the goldfish pond.” 


The garden was laid out to the north of the Cinema and was spread over 
two acres. In the decade before his death in 1940, Moore spent vast sums on

this favorite project of his, having at one time as many as twelve gardeners 
employed to maintain the garden’s beauty. He had greenhouses where all 
kinds of annuals and perennials were grown and was particularly known for 
his collections of rare irises, with over 7000 bulbs of 60 varieties, many of 
them expensive imports from Siberia and Germany. 


Each issue of the playbill during those years (1931-1942) called attention 
to the gardens, with an invitation for patrons to stroll through the area before 
or after a performance at the Playhouse or the Cinema. 


Patrons were urged to notice the brilliant variety of blossoms; the assorted 
colors of the hibiscus; the speciosum and rudbeckia; Lilium Auratam, the golden 
ray lily of Japan, not to mention the more common varieties such as petunias 
(at one time more than 9000 petunias were in bloom), phlox, calliopsis, 
ageratum, verbena, marigolds, zinnias and tiger lilies. Privet hedges divided 
the garden into sections and settees were provided for the comfort of the visitors. 


From early spring to late fall, there was a continuous display of flowers, 
plants and shrubs; annuals and perennials mingled harmoniously with wild 
flowers. Roses were an especial favorite with 350 hybrid tea roses and 200 
climbing roses on view. 


Moore was generous with his plants, and each year gave away hundreds 
of his perennials to residents of Dennis. And as an early environmentalist, he 
encouraged the beautification of the Cape through horticulture and land- 
scaping projects and supported and entered local flower shows.

This week we are looking forward 
to the benefit theatre party on Satur- 
day night sponsored by the French 
Cable Station Museum in Orleans. 
This benefit has been made possible 
through the untiring efforts of Mr. 
Richard Nichols, president of the Mu- 
seum, and Mr. Al De Mott, a director. 
Co-chairmen of this outstanding so- 
cial event are Mr. and Mrs. William 
Treese and Mr. and Mrs. Stuart 
Hockenbury. The purpose of the 
benefit is to help pay off the debt 
incurred by the purchase of the mu- 
seum, and almost the whole of the 
Saturday night house has been sold 
to supporters of this interesting and 
historic building.

This Museum was the Cable Sta- 
tion built in 1890 for three cables 
operated by the French Telegraph 
Cable Company: one from Deolen in 
France to Eastham laid in 1879 and 
extended to Orleans in 1890; an- 
other, “the direct,” cable from Deolen 
laid in 1897, and another from New 
York. The cable station was closed 


in the spring of 1940 when the Ger- 
mans invaded France. It was back 
in service in 1952 but closed for good 
in November 1959. 

Many important news events have 
come through these cables, such as 
the wreck of the S. S. Portland, Lind- 
bergh’s safe landing in Paris, the 
sinking of the S. S. Lusitania and the 
German submarine surfacing at Nav- 
set Inlet and sinking barges. It was 
a very important communication link 
between the U. S. Army here and in 
France during the first World War. 

This Museum is the only one of its 
kind with the original equipment in 
place as it was when in operation. It 
has been placed on the National 
Register for Historic Landmarks and 
has been sponsored by the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Commission, the 
National Trust for Historic Preserva- 
tion and the Smithsonian Institution. 
It was purchased by a group of in- 
dividuals with their own credit and 
the debt is being reduced through 
benefits such as this one at the Cape 
Playhouse.

A cynic, wrote Oscar Wilde, is “a 
man who knows the price of every- 
thing, and the value of nothing.” 
“The Fatal Weakness” is in its own 
way a profoundly cynical and poig- 
nant play about people who have 
lost track of the true value of things 
in a haphazard and mindless exist- 
ence. The mood of “The Fatal Weak- 
ness” may be comic and its ending 
ostensibly happy, but the accent is 
really on the realistic examination 
of women, marriage, and middle- 
class society. | 

“The Fatal Weakness” originally 
opened in 1946 with the grande 
dame of high comedy, Ina Claire, as 
production 
marked a long-awaited return to the 
stage by Miss Claire, and critics were 
uniformly enthusiastic both about her 
performance and the play itself. 

George Kelly, author of “The Fatal 
Weakness,” is known for his come- 
dies and dramas depicting American 
suburban life with utmost fidelity. 
His first hit was “The Show-Off” 
(1924), successfully revived last sea- 
son by the Long Wharf Theatre. In 


1925, Kelly won the Pulitzer Prize for 
“Craig’s Wife,” a serious study of a 
woman who sacrifices her marriage 
for the sake of a neat house. Kelly 
went on to write several more suc- 
cessful plays, all offering observa- 
tions and comment on American life. 
His other well-known plays include 
“Daisy Mayme” (1926), “Behold the 
Bridegroom” (1927), and “The Deep 
Mrs. Sykes” (1945).
